Districts Received Here 
From Washington.

Country Districts Show Decrease. All 


Borough* Gain But

A tabulated 
report of the 
official 
census of every borough and township 
in Adams county 
was received from 
W ashington this 
morning by J . 
R. 
H artm an, clerk of the courts. 
The most rem arkable feature of the 
official township and borough 
ta b u la ­ 
tion is the fact th a t nineteen of 
the 
thirty two districts in Adams county 
decreased in population from 1010 to 
1920 and only three of those nineteen 
districts were boroughs, proving again 
the movement toward the towns. 
Arendtsville which dropped 
from 
383 
to 358, 
E ast Berlin which 
fell 
from 672 
to CIO, and York 
Springs 
which decreased only from 299 to 287 
are the only three boroughs in 
the 
county which 
suffered a reverse 
in 
population. 


Biglerville on the other hand m ade 
an upward leap from 386 to 539 while 
Fairfield, 
Gettysburg, 
Littlestown, 
McSherrystown, and New Oxford also 
increased 
perceptibly. 
Abbottstown 
made a gain of only two persons and 
Bendersville of one. 


Huntington, 
Mount Pleasant, 
and 
Mount Joy townships suffered big se t­ 
back* in their population figures.

HESSIAN FLY HAS 
KILLED WHEAT 


Farm Agent Hoffman Says Pest 
Has Done Much 
Damage. 


Results of the damage wrought by 
the Hessian fly 
in the wheat 
fields 
of Adams county 
during the 
last 
few weeks is now showing up plain­ 
ly and the 
pessimistic 
predictions 
concerning the wheat yield given out 
earlier in the season will hold true,; 
according to a statement 
made this i 
morning by Farm Agent Paul Hoff-1 
man, who has made an extensive tour 
of the county during the 
last few 
days. 
“Some wheat fields 
that I exam­ 
ined”, said Mr. Hoffman, 
“will re­ 
turn a crop of oidy about sixty per 
cent of normal and the average will 
be less than the estimate 
of eighty 
six per cent of normal made by the 
State Department of Agriculture for 
the state. 
This 
condition 
is 
due 
largely in this county to the work of 
the Hessian fly which earlier in the 
season cut 
the wheat stock. 
This 
pest is now in the pupa stage, dor­ 
mant, and can be easily found at the 
base of the wheat stock.” 
The Hessian fly has done its dam- j 
age for the year and will lie dormant; 
until next spring’s 
crop starts 
to J 
grow. This insect has cost the farm-] 
era of Adams county thousands of 
dollars despite all efforts to fight the] 
pest. 
The hay crop, too, will be far below j 
normal and 
a much 
smaller 
yield 
than that in the central counties of 
the state, 
Mr. 
Hoffman 
declared. 
The hay in this acetoin is short and j 
thin. 
Although 
the 
wheat 
is 
turning 
golden rapidly, 
the farm agent said 
very little would be harvested in the 
county before the end of next week 
or the 
beginning 
of the 
following 
week. 


Chicago, 
July 3—The 
nomination 
oratory which marks 
the two great 
political conventions this year

“I desire on behalf of 
the delega­ 
tion from Illinois 
to put in nomina­ 
tion as a candidate for President of 
the United States, Abraham Lincoln, 
of Illinois.” 
The first national nominating con­ 
vention of the Democratic party was 
held 28 years earlier, in Baltimore, 
May 21-23, 1832. 
It was 
at 
this 
gathering that Andrew Jackson was 
endorsed for his second term. Jack­ 
son had been 
nominated previously 
in a number of states by the methods 
which were then passing 
away and 
according to the 
Newberry Library 
it is doubtful 
if there 
was 
any 
speech at all placing 
him in nomi­ 
nation at the 
first Democratic 
na­ 
tional convention. The 
business 
of 
this convention 
was 
principally 
to 
nominate for the vice-presidency. 
The convention 
adopted 
a resolu­ 
tion 
concurring 
in Jackson’s 
“re­ 
peated nominations.” The resolution 
was drawn in 60 words. 
Previous to that time (from 1800) 
to 1801 
nominations for the 
presi­ 
dency and vice-presidency, 
the well 
known reference library says, 
wert 
by Congressional nominating caucus, 
consisting of party members of both) 
Houses of Congress. 
The last 
con­ 
gressional caucus 
was held in 1824, 
Jackson opposing the “King Caucus” 
as It was termed, 
as undemocratic. 
In 1828 he was nominated 
by state 
legislative caucuses and conventions 
hold 
in \ arious 
states.

ANSWERS GIVEN 
TO SIXTH LESSON 


Disease Danger 
From Use 
Water And Milk 
Explained.

The following 
are 
the 
questions 
and answers to the sixth health les­ 
son sent out by 
the 
State Health 
Department and 
published 
in these 
columns a few days ago: 
Question I—Why is drinking from 
springs or running streams or wells 
unsafe? 
Answer—Waters from 
these sour- 
are likely 
to be 
contaminated, 
directly or indirectly, with the germs 
of typhoid fever. 
Question 2—How can water which 
may be contaminated 
with 
typhoid 
germs, be made 
safe for 
drinking 
purposes? 
Answer—By boiling 
it and 
pro­ 
tecting it from 
further contamina­ 
tion. Also by filtering and chlorina­ 
tion at water works. 
Question 3—Why 
is it 
important 
that 
everyone 
should 
wash 
their 
hands before handling 
milk or 
any 
other foods? 
Answer—Because hands soiled with 
human discharges may introduce ty­ 
phoid germs into milk or other foods 
and cause typhoid fever. 
The high death rate of babies dur­ 
ing the hot summer months, 
largely 
duo to digestive disturbances, may be 
greatly reduced by proper methods of 
handling milk. 
Every town has the power to pass 
ordinances 
regulating the 
sale 
of 
milk within its boundaries. 
State laws regulate the amount of 
cream or fat in milk and prohibit the 
use of adulterants.
